This Digest has been prepared by the Central Statis- 
tical Office in collaboration with the Statistics 
Divisions of Government Departments. 

The name of the department or organisation pro- 
viding the statistics is shown under each table. Some 
of the statistics provided by departments are actually 
collected by other organisations such as nationalised 
boards and trade associations. The assistance pro- 
vided by these organisations, too numerous to 
mention individually, is gratefully acknowledged. 
The figures in the Digest are mainly totals for 
calendar months or monthly averages. 

Some of the figures included in this Digest are pro- 
visional and may be revised in later issues. 


Definitions 


A Supplement of Definitions and Explanatory Notes, 
published with the January issue, gives detailed 
definitions of all the terms and units used in the 
Digest. The following general definitions should be 
noted in using the Digest: 


Area covered. Except where otherwise stated, all 
Statistics relate to the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. 


Consumption and stocks. The terms “‘consump- 
tion’, ‘disposals’ and ‘stocks’ are defined in detail 
in the Supplement to the Digest. Figures of con- 
sumption and stocks are seasonal and should be 
used with caution. The stocks figures given may 
often relate to only part of the total stocks in 
the country. 


External trade. Owing to differences in coverage 
and timing, figures of imports and exports are not 
always comparable with those for production, 
consumption and stocks.

Note on supplementary table on projected Tota! population 
The projection has been prepared on the basis of the following assumptions : 


Starting population: This latest set of projections is based on the estimated Total 
population of the United Kingdom at mid-1977 of 55-9 million. This estimate 
is prepared by the Registrars General of England and Wales, Scotland and Northern 
Ireland and is derived from the 1971 Censuses of population, updated to allow for 
subsequent births, deaths and migration. 


Migration: During the last ten years migration flows have fluctuated widely, but 
have always resulted in a net outflow of persons from the United Kingdom, ranging 
from a net loss of 88,000 in 1966/67 to 5,000 in 1972/73. These projections 
assume that there will be a net outward migration from the United Kingdom 
throughout the period of the projection, increasing from a net loss of 30,000 
persons for 1978 to 40,000 a year from 1983 onwards. 


Mortality: Rates of mortality have fallen steadily at most ages over the past twenty- 
five years, but the rate of improvement has tended to moderate. For the projection, 


the death rates assumed at the outset are based on recent experience. Over the 
next forty years the rates are assumed to decline on average by about 10 per cent, 
although the improvement assumed for males and females, and at the different 
ages, varies considerably. Little or no improvement is assumed in the mortality 


rates in the middle years of life; at other ages rates are assumed to decline by up 
to 25 per cent. 


Births: The number of births in the United Kingdom in 1977 at 656,000 was about 
3 per cent lower than in the previous year. Total period fertility rates, which represent 
the average number of liveborn children per woman which would result if women 
experienced the prevailing age-specific rates as they passed through their repro- 
ductive period, have fallen continuously from a peak of about 3 children per 
woman in the mid-1960s to 1-70 in 1977. 


The estimates assume that total period fertility rates remain constant for about 
three years and then rise steadily until 1987, after which they are held constant 
at 2:12 children per woman. These assumptions imply 666,000 live births in 
1978, 670,000 in 1979, and 675,000 in 1980, followed by a gradual increase of 
both births and fertility rates until 1987. Thereafter the births fluctuate in line with 
the numbers of young women, reaching a peak of 913,000 in 1990, then falling to 
740,000 in 2004 and rising again to 855,000 in 2017, the last year of the projection. 
A constant sex ratio of 106 boys (107 in Northern Ireland) to 100 girls is assumed.
